The  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  presently  has  four  agencies 
classified  as  boards  —  the  Sun¬ 
day  School  Board,  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  Board,  Home  Mission 
Board,  and  Relief  and  Annuity 
Boaf<£  - -  — 

A  fifth  board  would  join  the 
family  of  agencies  if  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Convention  approves 
a  recommendation  of  its  Com¬ 
mittee  to  Study  Total  SBC  Pro¬ 
gram. 

That  board  would  be  known 
as,  the  Church  Loan  Board.  Its 
duty,  as  outlined  by  the*  com¬ 
mittee,  would  be  to  meet  the 
“urgent  need  for  more  adequate 
provision  for  securing  loans  to 
build  and  enlarge  church  facili¬ 
ties." 

This  need,  said  the  committee, 
has  existed  for  many  years  and 
“is  growings  from  year  to  year." 
The  Church  Loan  Board  would 
be  empowered  to  make  loans  to 
churches  through  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  territory 
which  embraces  about  42  states 
in  the  nation.

Originally  the  Baptist  World 
Alliance  youth  department,  with 
headquarters  at  Washington, 
had  anticipated  a  crowd  of  8,000 
young  people  from  50  countries. 

“We’re  increasing  our  sights 
now  to  hope  for  representatives 
from  70  countries,”  Gow  said. 
“Invitations  have  gone  out  to 
Baptist  leaders  in  an  even  100 
nations.” 

The  meeting  is  expected  to  be 
the  largest  international  gath¬ 
ering  of  Baptist  youth  in  the 
history  of  the  Baptist  World 
Alliance,  Robert  S.  Denny,  the 
Alliance’s  youth  secretary,  said 
in  Washington. 

Mr.  Denny  urged  that  all 
young  people  planning  to  go  to 
the  conference  should  register 
early  to  assure  themselves  of 
necessary  accommodations. 

An  international  choir  of  1,000 
voices  and  many  fellowship 
periods  are  listed  on  the  pro¬ 
gram  in  addition  to  a  schedule 
of  speakers  from  many  nations. 
Conference  theme  is  "Christ  for 
the  World  —  Now.” 

Sixteen  European  countries. 
Including  the  U.  S.  S.  R.,  and 
13  countries  in  Asia  head  the 
continental  roll  call  thus  far 
tabulated  at  conference  head¬ 
quarters.

NAACP  Criticizes 
SBC  President 


In  his  testimony  Sen.  Clark 
said  that  although  he  was  a  firm 
believer  in  school  Integration  he 
would  strongly  oppose  any  ef¬ 
fort  to  Include  this  issue  In  any 
federal  aid  to  education  MIL  At 
the  same  time  he  said  that  some 
way  must  be  found  te  give  aid 
to  all  the  schools  of  the  nation, 
whether  they  be  public,  private 
or  religious. 

In  making  his  assertion  Clark 
recognised  that  those  favoring 
such  action  ware  "going  to  bring 
n  swarm  of  hornets  down  on  our 

necks." 

“Whether  an  American  boy  is 
a  Baptist,  Lutheran  or  Roman 
Catholic,”  continued  Clark,  “he 
is  still  a  good  American,  and  he 
la  getting  a  good  edneatioa  in 
those  private  schools  . . .  as  he 
la  getting  hi  the  public  school 
system  ...  I  think  we  ought  la 
fee*  np  to  that  fact  and  be  pre¬ 
pared  to  moat  it  hearten." 


WASHINGTON  (BP)— Church- 
state  relations  and  religious  lib¬ 
erty  problems  are  Involved  in 
current  discussions  on  education 
In  the  United  State*  Congrats. 

This  point  is  discussed  by  C. 
Emanuel  Carlson,  executive  di¬ 
rector  of  the  Baptist  Joint  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Public  Affairs,  In  the 
March  issue  of  the  Report  from 
the  Capital,  a  monthly  newslet¬ 
ter  from  Washington. 

Carlson  points  out  that  in  the 
closing  sessions  of  the  hearings 
on  aid  to  education  proposals 
before  the  Senate  Committee  on 
Labor  and  Public  Welfare,  head¬ 
ed  by  Sen.  Lister  Hill  (D,  Ale.). 
“Senators  Joseph  S.  Clerk  (D., 
Pa.)  and  Wayne  Mors*  (D.,  Ore.) 
teamed  up  to  put  thevnselvfg  on 
record  as  considering  adequate 
federal  aid  to  education  to  be 
more  Important  than  advancing 
segregation  or  maintaining  the 
preienWn  terpretation  of  separa¬ 
tion  of  church  and  state.”

Transfer  Hawaiian  Work 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board, 
likewise,  “should  make  definite 
plana  for  gradual  transfer  of  re¬ 
sponsibility  for  the  work  In 
Hawaii  to  the  Hawaiian  Con¬ 
vention,”  the  committee  says. 

A  new  concept  is  suggested 
in  the  recommendation  that  the 
Foreign  Mission  .Board  "con¬ 
tinue  and  expand  its  efforts  to 
establish  churches  for  English- 
speaklhg  people  in  major  cities 
In  countries  served  by  the  For¬ 
eign  Mission  Board." 

“These  churches,  once  estab¬ 
lished,  should,  of  course,  be 
placed  op  a  self-supporting  ba¬ 
sis  as  soon  is  possible,”  the 
’r?l>ort  states  ’  .  . .  .. 

The  Survey  Committee  .rec¬ 
ommends  the  functions  of  the 
Sunday  School  Board  “remain 
unchanged."

Mission  Support 

The  early  records  reveal  that 
gifts  for  missions  were  made, 
however,  complete  records  are 
available  only  since  1931  and  in  j 
this  quarter  of  a  century  the’ 
gifts  for  the  Weks  of  Prayer  j 
offerings  totaled:  9683,119.33  for 
State  Missions;  $900.29190  for 
Home  Missions  and  $1,943,989.52 
for  Foreign  Missions. 

Through  the  years  Mississippi 
WMU  had  a  part  in  supporting  i 
the  WMU  Training  School  sup¬ 
plying  gifts  for  Margaret  Fund' 
students  and  for  aged  ministers 
providing  scholarships  for  mis¬ 
sion  volunteers  and  other  such 
projects. 

In  1951  all  of  these  were  com¬ 
bined  ln  $  one  day’s  program  of 
information,  prayer  and  gifts 
and  called  WMU  Special  Day. 
Since  that  time  other  objects 
have  been  added  —  Camp  G ar- 
av  wt  ejilargment.

When 
the  camp  was  dedicated  April 
2,  1947  “Miss  Ed"  had  truly 
become  Queen  with  a  Scepter. 
The  camp  had  not  come  about 
without  much  work  and  many 
prayers. 

Through  the  years  “Miss  Ed” 
has  had  many  offers  to  go  to 
other  states  to  work  or  to  ac¬ 
cept  jobs  that  seemed  bigger 
and  better.  But  always  she  has 
felt  that  the  Lord  wanted  her 
to  continue  her  work  with  the 
Mississippi  W.  M.  U-

W.  A.  (Young  Woman's  Auxil¬ 
iary)  and  one  week  for  Business 
Women. 

Camps  are  held  each  summer 
for  Indian  boys  and  Indian  girls 
as  well  as  one  for  Negro  girls. 
The  Negro  camp  for  girls  and 
the  Institute  fdr  Negro  women 
•re  held  at  Prentias  Institute 
(for  Negroes)  at  Prentiss. 

An  International  Houseparty 
for  foreign  students  on  the  cam¬ 
puses  of  colleges  In  the  state 
is  conducted  each  year. 

Bible  distribution  la  another 
phase  of  the  work.  Bibles  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  World  Home  Bible 
League  are  distributed  to  both 
white 


Camp  Garaywa,  tbe  Internation¬ 
al  Houseparty,  scholarships  to 
overseas  students  and  mission 
volunteers,  gifts  to  aged  min¬ 
isters  and  Mississippi  appointees 
for  home  and  foreign  miaaion 
fields. 

The  distribution  of  literature 
and  various  kinds  of  W.  M.  U. 
materials  is  another  important 
phase  of  the  W.  M.  U.  office. 

Tbe  membership  of  tbe  organ¬ 
isations  in  the  state  has  grown 
steadily  through  the  years. 

Today  there  are  12,734  women 
In  1,118  W.  M.  S.  organizations; 
4,564  young  women  in  451  Y.  W. 
A.  units;  15,954  girls  in  G.  A.  or¬ 
ganizations  and  13,996  Sunbeams 
in  1,181  Sunbeam  bands. 

The  women  of  the  churches, 
banded  together  through  the  W, 
M.  U.,  do  have  a  comprehensive, 
growing  program  of  miaaion  en¬ 
deavor,  designed  to  supplement 
and  strengthen  the  total  mission 
program  of  Mississippi  and  Sou¬ 
thern  Baptists.

Two  weeks  ago  The  Baptist  Record  carried  a  story  and 
picture  on  page  1  of  the  first  English-speaking  Baptist 
church  in  Japan. 

This  week  Time  magazine  fills  in  the  background  on 
one  of  the  remarkable  men  who  made  this  new  church  pos¬ 
sible.

Specifically  the  hearing  will 
bp  on  S.  582  introduced  by  Sen. 

The 
bill  is  designed  to  prohibit  ad¬ 
vertisement  of  alcoholic  bever¬ 
ages  through  channels  controll¬ 
ed  by  the  Interstate  commerce 
laws. 

Striking  at  liquor  advertising 
from  four  angles  the  bill  would 
make  it  unlawful  for  (1)  manu¬

transported  any  liquor  advertis¬ 
ing,  or  (3)  for  radio  stations  re¬
